We may be coming upon the seven ‘lean years,

time reduce the consumption of sugar.

greeting. It has not snapped its fingers in our 
faces. Americans are rehearsing, at their con: 
venience, for the part they are expected to take.

Various lines of business have had 
to make readjustment and submit to government 
stipulations.

Tue TrRisune last night received a 
letter from Second Deputy Funkhouser 
regarding rumors and intimations that 
he is “se kaiser booster and pro-Ger- 
man.“ Whatever reports of this char- 

acter gained currency were probably 
due to his action some time ago in un- 
dertaking to suppress some pro-ally 
war pictures as likely to induce race 
hatred, etc. 
“Those statements,” Maj. Funk- 
houser says, were made to discredit 
me with thé public. The name Funk- 
houser might lend some color to such 
statements, and were it not for the fact 
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that our country is at war with Ger- 
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many I would pay no attention to 
them. 


“As a matter of fact, all my ances- 
tors were Americans, 90 per cent of 
them being of English extraction. 
After a careful search as far back as 
1700, when my original ancestor came 
from Berne, Switzerland, I cannot — 
any intermarriage with Germans.
